In response to the invitation of the 


Board of Directors HOB. Francis G. 
New-lands delivered the anuual nddress 
at the State Fair of the State Agricultural 
Society. 
The JOURNAL, then promised 


that the address, which had been taken 
down in short hand, should be written 
oat and published in full ia its columns, 
but the pressure of political -mutter ex 
eluded it for the time being. The ad- 
dress contains many valuable suggestions 
relatiTe to irrigation and other matters 
of public interest. 
There is a whole 


volume ic the idea of changing the lakss 
or sinks from the mouths to the heads of 
the rivers. 
Then the waters which now 


run to waste and evaporate could be 
utilized in 
the reclamation of lands 


which only require moisture to rauko 
them as productive as tiuy ou the conti- 
nent. 


That earnest endeavor should bo made 


to secure National aid for establishing a 
system of irrigation all will concede, 
but it will be difficult to yet Congress to 
make adequate, or, in fact, any appropri- 
ation, for the purpose. 
The farmers of 


the Mississippi Valley think it would be 
encouraging competition in the produc 
tiou of wheat and corn to reclaim the 
lands of the arid area and will, therefore, 
for the present at least, oppose the grant 
ing of Governmental aid for irrigating 
those land*. 


As Mr. Newlands suggests, the State 


might take the initiative in establishing 
a system of water storage, and possibly 
the school fund m'ght bo judiciously in- 
vested in the enterprise. As the Legis- 
lature is to convene shortly practica 
suggestions as to the method of proced 
tiro would now be ia order as the projec' 
is one of groat importance.

That fund i» 
now invested IB United States bonds and 
in the bonds of other States, which are 
bought at a high pnmiurn and which yield 
I nru told, on an average, 2 or 3 per cent.

printed for this pnipose. That fund is I 
sacred trust ond should never be en 
dangered, bnt I wonld suggest that, after a 
caro'ul examination of this question, after 
the ascs'taioQit-nt of its possibilities, after 
n&o. jtainment of all the fact* and probable 
oo.st that then the State Government in 
charge of the school fund, should be 
authorized to loan these moneys to the 
various counties upon their bonds, secnrec 
by the entire properties of the counties, 
and to be invested in l%itimiite irrigation 
project?.

An engineer lias written to one of the 


dailies to advocate tho clisoxygenation 
of glass. He argues that since steel ia 
made by disoxyguiiating molten cost 
iron by blowing air through it. by a pro- 
cess reversely antilogous glass can bo 
softened into toughness and flexibility. 
Ho maintains tliiit ^lass, which is not 
only much cheaper than iron, but much 
denser and toughi r, can bo pnt to any 
of the uses of in,u excepting electrical 
conduction, whilij for drain pipes and 
water pipes it would be iinrqualed. 


The champion of diso^ygenated glass 


maintains that it could bo used instead 
of tin and copp< r, and would replace 
iron for rising ;ind fencing, etc., as it 
possesses almost throe times the tensile 
strength of tho best wrought iron; fur- 
thermore, he regards it as not improba- 
ble that vessels built of glass beams and 
plates will eventually replace our pres- 
ent steel ships, as they would be strong- 
er, cheaper and one-half lighter.—Pitts- 
burg Dispatch.
